WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (NYT). 
—The Supreme Court yesterday 
vacated a lower-court ruling that 
had upheld a broad desegregation 
plan for Indianapolis-area public 
schools under which numerous 
black city children were to be 
bused to schools in predominately 
white suburban districts, 

The court sent the case back 
to 8 federal Appeals Court, direct- 
ing it to give fhe case further 
consideration im light of two re- 
cent Supreme Court rulings on 
the kind of proof needed to der- 
onstrate 8. constitutional violation 
in racial discrimination cases, 

In effect, the court directed the 
lower court to decide whether 
there was, after all, a constitu- 
tional violation in the Indiana- 
polis-area schools that justified 
the broad desegregation arder. 

‘The court split, 6 to 8, on the 
matter, — 


‘The plan, tmposed by & federal 
District Court and upheld by a 
federal Appeals Court, also re- 
quires busing as & means of de- 
segregation. In the Louisville 
area, however, the court-ordered 
busing takes place within what 


‘is now a. single school district, 


School officials had asked the 
court to review the plan, arguing 
that a less extensive plan should 
have been adopted. 

No justice recorded a dissent to 
the decision not to review the 
case.

Doubts expressed by former 
“Defense Secretary James Schlesinger in his 
first annual “posture” statement were 
quickly explained away, All of which stirs 
our interest in the Pentagon’s acknowledg- 
ment, in transition papers for the new 
administration, of serious trouble in recruit- 
ing volunteers, trouble which raises a hard 
question for Washington and for the coun- 
try: Can we afford a mass army without 
some form of conscription? 

Despite recession, high unemployment, 
high pay and extraordinary enlistment 
bonuses, recruiting began to run into trouble 
early last year. The armed services fell 19,000 
below strength by October. And worse prob- 
tems are predicted for the future as 2 result 
of “deciining recruitabdle population, return 
to low unemployment rates and reduction 
in military~vs.-civilian pay comparability.” 


These problems have developed in the - 


face of Sharp increases in spending. In pre- 
Vietnam 1964, manpower costs accounted for 
42 per cent of the defense budget. Now, with 
the armed forces almost one-fourth smalier 
_ ue to the higher costs, they eat up 56 per 
, cent of the defense budget. 
: Pay for recruits has quadrupled in little 
+ More tian a decade. An E-2 enlisted man, 
. the second lowest grade, now gets $7,300 a 
‘year. A civilian working et the minimum 
. Wage gets only $4,800. Yet the quality of 
: Army recruits keeps slipping. 
Harold Brown, the new defense secretary, 
. says he hopes to reduce manpower costs as 
an Lnportant way of cutting total defense 
‘spending, But the Army, instead, is asking 
ΤΟΥ more: $60 miilion in emergency funds to 


step up recruiting and $400 million in in- 
centives for volunteers for the reserves. 

The Pentagon background papers prepar- 
ed for the Carter administration also warn 
of public and congressiona!? concern that the 
Volunteer Army “may eventually be com- 
posed of low socio~economic levels of minor- 
ity groups.” The drift toward a heavily biack 
army, officered mostly by whites, is docu- 
mented in one paper. 

In shart, enough prohlems have now 
developed that it is reasonable to wonder 
whether the nation was right to go to a 
Volunteer Army at all. 

‘What is the alternative? The armed forces 
could be further reduced, below their cur- 
rent level, of 2.1 million. But that 15 hardly 
an attractive option during a Soviet military 
buildup. Military pay and benefits could 
be raised still further to remain competitive 
with civilian employment as the economy 
recovers, That is the Pentagon's cholce. Or 
we could return to the draft. That now ap- 
pears politically impossible. The passions and 
inequities of the Vietnam years lie too close 
to the surface, 

But surely, it is not inconceivable that an 
acceptable version could be devised, perhaps 
8. form of universal. service, civilian and 
tallitary, without exemptions. In theory, this 
could seek to reduce teen~age unemploy- 
ment and accomplish needed public works 
ag well as provide military manpower. A 
new Gallup Poll shows that two of three 
Americans fayor a year of such service for 
young men. Even among young men aged 
18 to 24 almost half support the idea and 
43 per cent would choose military rather 
than civilian service. 

It is an option we would urge the Pres- 
ident to expiore, perhaps through a blue- 
ribbon commission, before the Volunteer 
Army is reduced further in size or quality 
and increased ¢urther in cost.
